A t l a n t a, Ga., Feb. 28.—A t detail* are 
received of the disasters attendant upon the 
windstorm which passed over sections of Ala­ 
bama, North 
Carolina, South Carolina, 
Georgia, Kentucky and Tennessee, Tues­ 
day, the 19th inst., the extent 
of 
the 
awful visitation can 
be realised. 
The 
first reports were not at all exaggerated, 
but rather understated the loss of life 
and property. 
Within a. radius of ten 
miles of Rock Run, Ala., sixty persons are 
known to have been killed. 
In the section of 
this state near Talladega, 210 persons lost 
their lives. 
In Georgia the fatalities are el- 
ti ma ted at 200, while many are mortally 
wounded. 
In South Carolina twenty-five 
were killed. 
In North Carolina it is said that 
seventy-five victims are enumerated. These 
figures show the aggregate loss of life 
to have been 
nearly 600. 
This 
will 
be largely increased as news is received 
from sections with which communication is 
difficult 
The loss of property is immense. 
Whole villages have been swept entirely 
away and plantations and farms denuded of 
everything valuable. 
Live stock in great 
numbers were slaughtered and maimed so 
that it will have to be killed. Much valuable 
timber was also blown down and splintered 
to the extent that it will be worthless. 
In 
Georgia the pecuniary loss is estimated at 
$2,000,000, and in one portion of Alabama it 
is said that $3,000,000 will not cover the 
damage. 
B irm ing ham , 
Ala., 
Feb. 
23.—In 
and 
around Leeds immense trees are uprooted, 
twisted and broken. 
The storm swept over 
the mountain top and darted down through 
the valleys and gullies, leaving 
nothing 
standing in its way. 
The broken timbers, 
splintered lumber, and crumbled brick of 
houses just erected told the story of d e d u c ­ 
tion. 
Horses, cows, mules and vehicles are 
strewn through the woods for miles, and it is 
impossible to estimate the amount of damage 
done to property. A saw-mil! was lifted 
from its foundations and thrown into a val­ 
ley, engine, machinery, and all. 
As reports 
come in the destruction appears much more 
extensive and the distress terrible. 
A great 
many families are begging for help, having 
neither foal, clothing, nor bedding. 
Among 
the sufferers are many colored people, and 
members of that race are responding nobly 
to 
the 
call 
for 
help. 
The 
relief 
committee are still at work. 
Not one dollar 
of help has come from a dist&nca. 
Leeds, a new town on the Georgia Pacific 
railroad, twelve miles from Birmingham, 
was the next stricken locality, twenty-seven 
bouses being blown into splinters and four­ 
teen people killed outright. 
In the heart of the valleys of the Talla­ 
hatchie and Hurricane creek lay the lovely 
towns of Amberson, Ladiga, Goshen, Rock 
Run, Stock’s Mills, and Croes Plains, all of 
which have been totally ruined. 
None of 
these towns are more than ten miles apart, 
and 
here 
the 
mortality 
was 
great. 
Near Rock Run a school house containing 
forty children was blown into atoms, killing 
the teacher, but not a child was hurt. Higher 
up the valley six children were killed in a 
school-house. * Two hundred and ten people 
were killed in this section of Alabama and 
$3,000,000, worth of 
property destroyed. 
This is as accurate as is possible from a 
careful and personal inspection of many of 
the places visited by the cyclone. 
Co l u m b u s, S. C., Feb. 23.—Particulars of 
the terrible devastation w rought by Tuesday 
nights cyclon e continue to arrive, and the 
additional details show th at the first reports 
of loss of life, injury to persons and destruc­ 
tion of property has not besa exaggerated, 
but are rather less than the reality.

A tla n ta , Go., Feb. 28.—As details are 
received of the disasters attendant upon the 
windstorm which passed over sections of A la­ 
bama, North 
Carolina, 
South Candína, 
Georgia, Kentucky and Tennessee, Tues­ 
day, the 19th inst, the extent 
of 
the 
awful visitation can 
be realized. 
The 
first reports were not a t all exaggerated, 
but rather understated the loss of life 
and property. 
W ithin a. radius of ten 
miles of Rock Run, Ala., sixty persons are 
known to have been killed. 
In the section of 
this state near Talladega, 210 persons lost 
their lives. 
In Georgia the fatalities are es­ 
tim ated a t 200, while m any are m ortally 
wounded. 
In South Carolina twenty-five 
were killed. 
In North Carolina it is said th at 
seventy-five victims are enum erated. 
These 
figures show the aggregate loss of life 
to have been 
nearly 600. 
This 
will 
be largely 
increased as news is received 
from sections with which communication is 
difficult 
The loss of property is immense. 
Whole villages have been swept entirely 
away and plantations and farm s denuded of 
everything valuable. 
Live stock in great 
numbers were slaughtered and maimed so 
th at it will have to be killed. Much valuable 
tim ber was also blown down and splintered 
to the extent th at it will be worthless. 
In 
Georgia the pecuniary loss is estimated at 
$2,000,000, and in one portion of Alabam a it 
is said that $3,000,000 will not cover the 
damage. 
Birm ingham , 
Ala., 
Feb. 
23.—In 
and 
around Leeds immense trees are uprooted, 
twisted and broken. 
The storm swept over 
the m ountain top and darted down through 
the valleys and gullies, leaving 
nothing 
standing in its way. 
The broken timbers, 
splintered lumber, and crumbled brick of 
houses just erected told the stoi-y of desti uc- 
tion. 
Horses, cows, mules and vehicles are 
strewn through the woods for miles, and it is 
impossible to estim ate the am ount of damage 
done to property. 
A saw-mil! was lifted 
from its foundations and throw n into a val- 
Wy, engine, m achinery, and all. 
As reports 
come in the destruction appears much more 
extensive and the distress terrible. 
A great 
m any families are begging for help, having 
neither food, clothing, nor bedding. 
Among 
the sufferers are m any colored people, and 
members of th at race are responding nobly 
to 
the 
call 
for 
help. 
The 
relief 
committee are still at work. 
Not one dollar 
of help has come from a distanca. 
Leeds, a new town on the Georgia Pacific 
railroad, twelve miles from Birmingham, 
was the next stricken locality, twenty-seven 
bouses being blown into splinters and four­ 
teen people killed outright. 
In the heart of the valleys of the Talla­ 
hatchie and H urricane creek lay the lovely 
towns of Amberson, Ladiga, Goshen, Rock 
Run, Stock’s Mills, and Croas Plains, all of 
which have been totally ruined. 
None of 
these towns are more than ten miles apart, 
and 
here 
the 
m ortality 
was 
g reat 
Near Rock Run a school-house containing 
forty children was blown into atoms, killing 
the teacher, but not a child was hurt. Higher 
up the valley six children were killed in a 
school-house. * Two hundred and ten people 
were killed in this section of Alabam a and 
$3,000,000, worth of 
property destroyed. 
This is as accurate as is possible from a 
careful and personal inspection of m any of 
the places visited by the cyclone. 
Columbus, S. C., Feb. 23.—Particulars of 
the terrible devastation wrought by Tuesday 
night's cyclone coutinue to arrive, and the 
additional details show th at the first reports 
of loss of life, injury to persons and destruc­ 
tion of property has not besn exaggerated, 
but are rather less than the reality.

Prince Bismarck also rem arks th at praise of 
a German citizen by the American nation 
would, under ordinary circumstances, be 
gratifying to him, but in these resolutions 
opinions were expressed which were contrary 
to Prince Bismarck’s understanding of the 
facts as to H err Lasker's position. 
He con­ 
sidered that thirty years of labor for the de­ 
velopment and elevation of Germany en­ 
titled him to place more value on his own 
judgm ent as to which constituted true Ger­ 
m an patriotism than upon ill-advised ex­ 
pressions of sentiment by foreigners.

A m iner named Duffy, who 
worked in room 6, right in the midst of the 
place charred by the explosion, refused to 
work on the m orning of the disaster, because 
be said no man could live in the place.

? S uakim, Feb. 23.—Later reiwrts received 
here in regard to the surrender of Tok&r 
show that the capitulation was an act of 
cowardice on the part of the officers, whom 
Osman bribed in favor of surrender.

known that the privates bitterly opposed sur­ 
render, but all the officers favored it, aud 
overruled the objections of their subordi­ 
nates. 
After the surreuler Osman Ligna 
gave a number of presents to the officers, it 
was stated by him, as a mark of respect 
for their bravery in holding out so long; but 
the soldiers think they were given in part 
payment for the capitulation of Tokar, and 
were the insignia of cowardice instead of 
bravery. The rebels continue to treat their 
prisoners kindly. 
It is sail they are en­ 
deavoring to enlist them in their cause. 
With the exception of the bombardment, 
which was constantly kept up, and which did 
very little damage, Tokar was secure, as a 
majority of the rebels ha! been drawn away 
from the vicinity of Tokar, being mashed at 
Teb, where they were fortifying and await­ 
ing the advance of Gen. Graham. 
Cairo, Feb. ‘25.—The English expedition 
under Gen. Graham is expected to start im­ 
mediately from Trinkitat for Teb. They in­ 
tend to look out for and bring in the bodies 
of those killed in the battle in which Baker 
Pasha was defeated. Os ma Digma, with 30,- 
000 men, is advancing to meet the English. 
The Nubians at Suakim are mutinous. 
London, Feb. 25.—The Times has tele­ 
graphic information from Haiphong that 
the evacuation of Bac Ninh is regarded there 
as inevitable. 
Cairo, Feb. 25.—It is reported that Kb as 
sala is besieged by the rebels, but as there 
are three weeks’ provisions in the place, it is 
hoped that it will be able to hold out until 
relieved by English forces. 
Tho governor, 
however, is suspected of being in sympathy 
with El Mahdi. 
Cairo, Feb. 25.—Gen. Gordon has de­ 
stroyed the military stores and spiked the 
guns of Khartoum, preparatory to evacuating 
the place. 
He has sent Col. Coetiogan to 
Berber with 2,000 troops. 
It is reported that 
the Bishereeu arabs to the south of Khar­ 
toum have revolted. 
Mahmoud A Ii, who 
has heretofore been actively loyal, is ex­ 
pected to go over to the rebels with his tribe. 


R id ic n l e lL e a d s t o T r a g e d y . 
D a n v il l e , Va., Feb. 23.—In passing a 
school-house for colored people Allen Wo- 
mack, aged 15, called out, “School butter I”— 
a term of ridicule. The whole school of forty 
persons, some grown men among them, ab 
tacked Womack with sticks and stones. 
One 
negro drawing a pistol, Womack shot him. 
The crowd persisting in an attempt to get into 
Womack’s 
wagon, 
he fired 
again and 
wounded another. 
The pursuit was kept up 
some distance, during which the negroes 
fired four shots and W omack fine. The crowd 
was at last dispersed by white men. Womack 
was arrested.

emy of Music. The enthusiasm aroused by 
his presence was hearty and genuine.

banquet was given by Republicans who, in 
the main, are opposed to the nomination of 
A rthur 
as 
a 
presidential 
candidate, 
and 
who 
claim 
to l*o 
“independent.” 
and then the ex-secretary of the interior was 
«sailed upon to respond to the toast of “The 
Day We Celebrate.” Mr. Schurz said: 
You certainly do not expect me in response 
to this sentiment to add one more to the 
number of elaborate eulogies on Gen. Wash­ 
ington which have been pronounced since the 
revolutionary war. 
I understand this to 
be

convivial 
meeting 
of 
Republi­ 
cans — especially 
young 
Republicans — 
earnestly 
interested

Washington was the embodiment of 
civil-service reform, and ho never expected 
bis principles to be departed from.

f S u a k i m , Feb. 23.—Later reports received 
here in regard to the surrender of Tokar 
show that the capitulation was an act of 
cowardice on the part of the officers, whom 
Osman bribed in favor of surrender. 
It is 
known that the privates bitterly opposed sur­ 
render, but all the officers favored it, aud 
overruled the objections of their subordi­ 
nates. 
After the 6urrenier Osman Digna 
gave a number of presents to the officers, it 
was stated by him, as a mark of respect 
for their bravery in holding out so loug; but 
the soldiers think they were given in part 
payment for the capitulation of Tokar, and 
were the insignia of cowan lice instead of 
bravery. 
The rebels continue to treat their 
prisoners kindly. 
It is sail they are en­ 
deavoring to enlist them in their cause. 
W ith the exception of the bombardment, 
which was constantly kept up, and which did 
very little damage, Tokar was secure, as a 
majority of the rebels h al been drawn away 
from the vicinity of Tokar, being massed at 
Teb, where they were fortifying and await­ 
ing the advance of Gen. Graham. 
C a ir o , Feb. 25.—The English expedition 
under Gen. Graham is expected to start iin- ! 
mediately from Trinkitat for Teb.

tend to look out for and bring in the bodies 
of those killed in the battle in which Baker 
Pasha was defeated.

The Nubians at Suakim are mutinous. 
L o n d o n , Feb. 25.—The Times has tele­ 
graphic information from Haiphong that ! 
the evacuation of Bae Ninh is regarded there j 
as inevitable. 
Cairo, Feb. 25.—It is reported that Khas 
sala is besieged by the rebels, but as there j 
are three weeks’ provisions in the place, it is 
hoped that it will be able to hold out until 
relieved by English forces. 
Tho governor, 
however, is suspected of being in sympathy 
with El Mahdi. 
C a ir o , Feb. 25.—Gen. Gordon has de­ 
stroyed the military stores and spiked the 
guns of Khartoum, preparatory to evacuating 
the place. 
He has sent Col. Coetlogan to 
Berber with 2,000 troops. 
It is reported that 
the Bishereen arabs to the south of Khar­ 
toum have revolted. 
Mahmoud Ali, who 
has heretofore been actively loyal, is ex­ 
pected to go over to the rebels with his tribe.
